SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine entitled Razzle Volume 13 Number 9 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine contains sexually explicit classified advertisements which promote and 
support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct through the very 
descriptive language which sexualises the use of urine. The magazine is concerned 
with the presentation of material dealing with adult sexual expression. It is considered 
that the placement of advertisements of a sexual nature in such a publication has 
editorial support and so the magazine as a whole promotes and supports the use of 
urine in association with sexual conduct. The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act (NZBR 
Act) has been considered and si 4 of the Act does not apply. Section 3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 applies as this provision is a 
deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights 
and freedoms set out in the NZBR Act. 
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
